We desire that the Central Pacific 
Railroad Company shall have every 
privilege and concession that they 
are entitled to, and no more. They 
certainly have had nothing to com- 
plain of on that score in the past for 
Oakland has been more than friend- 
ly to them. Our people are, and 
will continue to be, favorably dis- 
posed toward the Central Pacific, so 
long as that company acts on the 
square; but they do not forget that 
all corporations are soulless, grasp- 
ing, and tyranical in their natures, 
and will bear watching.

CONSOLIDATION BILL, 


To Unite Oakland and Alameda In 


One City Government. 


An Act to Consolidate the City of 


Oakland and Town of Alameda. 
The people of the State of Califor- 


nia represented in Sennte and As- 
sembly do enact as follows: 


SECTION 1. The city of Oakland 


and the town of Alameda are hereby 
consolidated under one municipal 
government, by the came of the 
city of Oakland, and the boundaries 
of said city of Oakland are extended 
BO as to also include within said city 
the territory included within the 
present town of Alameda. 


SEC. 2, That portion of the present 


town of Alameda lying west of the 
middle line of Park street, extended 
to the boundaries of said town shall 
constitute the Eighth ward of the 
city of Oakland, and the remainder 
of said town shall constitute the 
Ninth ward of said city. 


SEC. 3. At the next municipal 


election in the city of Oakland, the 
Eighth ward of said city, as above 
defined, shall elect a member of the 
City Council ana a member of the 
Board of Education, to hold oilioe 
for one year, and the Ninth ward, as 
above defined, shall elect a member 
of said Council, and a member of 
said Board of Education, to hold of- 
fice for two years. 


SEC. 4. The property within the 


preaeut I'mits of thecityof Oakland 
ahull be and remain liable for the 
bonded indebtedness of the city of 
Oakland, and the property witlrn 
the present limits of the town of 
Alameda, shall be and rcniiiin liable 
for the bonded indebtedneis of said 
town, and the proper officois of the 
city of Oakland shall cause the taxes 
to bo levied and collected lor the 
payment of the interest and princi- 
pal of said bonded indebtedness m 
accordance with the provisions of 
the Acts under which such bonds 
were issued and of this Act. 


SEC. 
!3. Except as herein other- 


wise provided, the city of Oakland 
shall succeed to all the rights and 
liabilities of the (own of Alameda. 


Sec. G. The question of the ac- 


ceptance of this Act shall be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of 
said city and of said town at the next 
general election in 
November of 


this year. 
The voters may vote 


"For 
Consolidation" or "Against 


Consolidation," and if a majority of 
the votes in the city of Oakland cast 
upon the said proposition shall be 
for consolidation, and if a mvjority 
also in tho town of Alameda upon 
said proposition shall be for consoli- 
dation, this Act shall be deemed 
and held to have been accepted by 
said city and town. 


Six-. 7. This Act shall take effect 


on the second Monday in February, 
1877, 
except the sixth section, which 


shall take efl'ect immediately; pro- 
vided, that if a majority of tho votes 
cast upon said proposition iu either 
the city of Oakland or the town of 
Alameda shall be against consolida- 
tion, this Act shall be held to have 
been rejected and shall be,void.

Legislative Proceedings. 


SACKAMENTO, March 23. 


SENATE—The Senate met at 10 


o'clock, Lieutenant-Governor John- 
son presiding. 


On motion of Mr. Bartlett, the Su 


pervisors' volume, reincorporating 
the city of San Francisco, was indefi- 
nitely postponed. 


Mr. Howe asked that Mr. Coffey's 


gas bill be taken up, it having been 
reported by the San Francisco dele- 
gation. There was always a great 
difficulty in" regulating gas, water 
and railroad companies. This bill 
took eleven days to reach the Senate 
after it had passed the Assembly, 
anil if it took as long to get back 
there it would no* again reach the 
Assembly this season. It had been 
fought inch by inch in the delega- 
tion. 


Mr. McCoppin warned the oppo- 


nents of the bill that if they per- 
sisted in their present course he 
would ask his colleagues, who were 
a majority in the delegation, to with- 
draw the amendments. 


Mr. McCarthy hoped the Senate 


would make this bill take the usual 
course. 
Governor Haight, 
Mr. 


Eastland and Mr. Donahue had not 
had a fair hearing before the delega- 
tion. Beside, the bill was uncon- 
stitutional. 


Mr. Howe then asked that the bill 


be placed second on the local rile. 


Messrs. McCarthy and Lewis op- 


posed any suspension of the rules to 
allow this bill to take precedence. 


The Senate refused to suspend the 


rules, and the bill therefore goes to 
the file in the usual way. The local 
file contains 130 bills ahead of it. 
This bill, as recommended for pas- 
sage by the Senate delegation, in- 
creases the price named in the bill 
from $3 to 83 25 per thousand feet ; 
reduces the ill aminating power from 
16 to 15 candles, and takes away any 
interference with the price by the 
Board of Supervisors. 


REPORT ON SAH PKANCISCO BILLS. 
Mr. Boach, from the San Francisco 


delegation, recommended for pas-
